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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the recited portion of paragraph [0109] is not applicable for communications between the 
SEP and the LAN. The rationale for this being that in paragraph [0109] it further states that information flows directly from software 400 to 
the office application. Applicant further points out that paragraph [01 1 1] discloses the path 402 does not flow through the web server and 
as such does not utilize SSL. However, this alone is not enough to determine that SSL would not be used between the SEP and the LAN. 
The reasoning for this being that paragraph [0110] discloses that once virtual office software 400 has appropriately processed the 
information by providing suitable protocol conversion (including performing SSL operations on the data), that information flows directly from 
software 400 to that office application accessible through the LAN. Thus it is seen that the virtual office software is also capable of 
performing SSL operations on the data and this would be sent to the LAN, accordingly it is seen that the SEP communicates with the LAN 
using SSL. 
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
